On the night of Aug. 7 a young 


man and his 2-year-old son, walk- 
ing in a street of Lowell, Mass., 
were struck by an automobile and 
instantly killed. 
The wife and 


mother, .seriously Injured, is rftill 
under a physician's care. In the 
Middlesex Superior Court Nov. 17 
the hit-and-run driver was tried by 
a judge, jury trial having been 
waived. The defendant was ac- 
quitted of the charge of man- 
slaughter and that of leaving the 
scene of the accident. He WBS found 
guilty of drunkenness, drunken 
driving and of operating his car 
so as to endanger public safely, 
with a singular tenderness the com- 
viction of drunkenness was placed 
on 
file. 
He got a 
suspended 


sentence of six months in jail and 
was fined J200 on each of the other 
charges. 


So cheap i.s life in Lowell. The 


judge said that manslaughter must 
result from willful, wanton and 
reckless conduct. If Curry was so 
drunk that he could not formulate 
his will, can it be said that he i.s 
guilty of being willful, wanton and 
reckless? 


The same rule applies to his leav- 


ing the scene of the accidenl. "He 
must have left knowingly. He must 
know what he is doing at the 
time." This is sour doctrine. A 
drunken driven has only to plead 
drunkenness and he can kill and 
run away from the killing for less 
lhan the price of his automobile. 
ITie common law was harsh to 
drunkenness and wouldn't admit 
it us extenuation of offenses com- 
mitted under its immediate influ- 
ence. Old Coke sounds good yet: 


A drunkard who is voluntarious 


daemon hath no privilege thereby: 
whatever ill or hurt he doth, his 
drunkenness doth aggravate it. 


If it can be shown lo be great 


enough to be inconsistent with 
"willful, deliberate; malicious and 
premediated killing." it will reduce 
the degree of murder. In Massa- 
chusetts—and 
wo 
presume 
the 


judge knows his business—a per- 
son can gel drunk and drive his 
car unlawfully, kill a couple of 
persons and seriously injure an- 
other unlawfully, drive away un- 
lawfully from the place of his 
homicide, and all hi.s punishment 
is a couple of fines and a suspended 
scnlence. Hit. kill and run. You 
"don't" remember." All you have 
to do is to claim your benefit of 
drunkenness. 


When we recall that death, re- 


sulting from the negligent perform- 


. ance.of a lawful act, negligent 


driving or negligent running of an 
engine, for instance, has been held 
to amount to manslaughter, it is 
our privilege as ignorant laymen 
lo be nol only surprised bul .scared 
by whal seems a judicial acquittal 
of drunkards in homicide cars.

Increase of 23 Million Dol- 


lars a Month for 


Winter 


WASHlNGTON~-7/P/ -The govern- 


ment ordered a $23,000,000-a-month in- 
crease in WPA spending to cope with 
mounting 
unemployment 
Thursday 


and Harry L. Hopkins, the works prog- 
ress administrator, announced work 
relief projects lo provide 350,000 addi- 
tional jobs. 


Speculation increased as tt> whether 


President Roosevelt's announced goal 
of a balanced budget in the next fiscal 
year could be achieved in view of the 
business recession. 


Hopkins said he was not thinking at 


tihs time of asking a deficiency ap- 
propriation losupplemenl the $1,275,- 
000,000 the president has budgeted for 
WFA the fiscal year which ends 
June 30. 


The $23.000,000-ii-inonlh increase will 


come out of the $1,275,000,000. Up to 
now WPA has been si>ending at the 
rate of $100,000,000 a month, so that 
at the end of November, $500,000,000 
had been spent, and $775,000,000 was 
left. Thus it was indicated thai WPA 
could spend al the increased rate for 
a time without exceeding the sum the 
president budgeted for work relief. 


Hopkins appeared weary nt the press 


conference where he announced the 
increase. "I have felt bum," he told 
reporters, disclosing that he would 
leave tonight for Rochester, Minn., to 
undergo a physical examination at the 
Mayo Clinic. 


"There certainly should be no impli- 


cation drawn from what I say," lie 
said, "that I think it is going to require 
more than this. 


"I simply say that on the basis of 


the realities of the present situation, 
we think the requirements of the relief 
problem so far as employable people 
are concerned indicate, we should in- 
crease our numbers by 350,000."

BUFFALO, N. Y.— (/P) —Near xcro 


weather tightened the grip of a throe- 
day storm on upstate New York Thurs- 
day night as the death toll reached 
eight. 


Temperatures plunged toward the 


lowest levels of the season in welsern 
and northern New York, halting traf- 
fic and adding to the troubles of snow 
fighting 
crews. 'New 
snow 
quails 


struck many areas. A low temperature 
of 10 degrees was predicted in Buffalo. 


A 40-mile wind swept New York's 


second largesl eily almost nullifying 
efforts of snowplows to free hundreds 
of cars caught in six and seven-foot 
drifts. Earlier in the day the gale 
attained a force of 52 miles an hour. 


Snowplows smashed their way over 


snow covered roads and rescued scores 
of motorists stranded in suburban Ton- 
awanda township. Many of the motor- 
ists had been without food for 24 hours. 


Storms howled over a wide area of 


the Far West. Mariners were harass- 
ed; overseas air service was interrupt- 
ed; sleet and snow fell on the P-.icific 
Coast. 


The American mail liner, President 


Jefferson, wirelessed she was fighting 
a 70-mile hurricane some l.BOO miles 
west of Seattle. Small craft off South- 
ern California went to cover. Typhoon 
conditions were reported in the Far 
Western Pacific. Snow fell in many 
high areas of Ihe Wesl.

LITTLE ROCK. - 
(fP) - Governor 


Bailey underwent a major operation, 
lasting 1 hour 30 minutes, Friday for 
removal of a stone from his left kidney. 


One hour after the operation two of 


the governor's four attending physic- 
ians issued the following statement: 


"The patient is quite sick but unless 


complications develop he will make 
rapid recovery and will be out again 
within iJ-SnOrt'time." • ' 


Physicians described the operation as 


"a tedious one," and said it required 
more time than usual for such opera- 
tions. 


They reported finding a "slight in- 


fection" but said it was not necessary 
to remove the kidney. 


NEW YORK.-t/Pi—The National As- 


sociation of Manufacturers closed its 
annual convention Thursday with u 
call for revision of the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act.

accident in which three Arkansas Le- 
Hinonnaires were injured Wednesday 
morning near Alicia resulted 
from 


poor vision because headlights of the 
automobile hud been set too low, 
brought statements from stale highway 
officials, Chief Gray Albright of Stale 
Police and Art Bolin, in charge of Lil- 
tle Rock's municipar testing .station. 


Those injured weiv R. W. (Bob) Sis- 


son, stale commander. Jot1 Lee, state 
finance officer and Mark M. Key. 
Sisson and Lee are at the Army and 
Navy hospital at Hoi Springs, probably 
for several weeks, it was said Thurs- 
day. 


Highway officers said they hud re- 


ceived complaints from car drivers 
over the state that the lights were ad- 
justed too low for safe driving at night. 
Albright said the height of the beam 
is fixed by stale law, based on na- 
tional tests. 


Bolin said Sisson's ear was inspected 


November 29 and was rejected because

house at Hope instead of Washington, 
Secretary R. P. Bowen of Hope Cham- 
ber of Commerce told the Rotary club 
Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Explaining that he personally had 


resided in th county only since be- 
coming secretary of the chamber, Mf. 
Boweri went on to'say thatMiis public 
appearances were-merely as the agent 
of citizens and business interests long 
established here, and his role was only 
that of spokesman for the chamber's 
board of directors. 


"There is a sentimental regret on 


behalf of the history and native figure 
which made the old court site famous," 
the speaker continuued, "but the 
changing economy of the day makes 
it good business to consider the court- 
house removal to Hope now. 


"It probably costs the people trans- 


acting business at the present court- 
house $50,000 a year more than it 
would cost them if the building were 
located in Hope, which alone has more 
than half the assessed property valu- 
ation in the county. 


"It will cost something to put up a 


new building, of course. Every intel- 
ligent person knows that it will. But 
so would it cost something to erect a 
new building in Washington—and a 
new building is needed regardless 
where it is located. 


"Furthermore, building costs are ris- 


ing—and every authority tells us con- 
struction can be undertaken more 
cheaply now than in* probably many 
years to come."

Roosevelt said Friday the Interstate 
Commerce Commission should seek to 
preserve the solvency of the nation's 
railroads with a view to retaining them 
under private management and private 
ownership. 


The president said the quicker a final 


determination was reached on the 
roads' application for higher freight 
rates the better it would be all around. 


He said he wanted to avoid govern- 


ment ownership but at the same time 
he reminded that railroad receiver- 
ships could not continue without some 
steps being taken to adjust their fi- 
nancial steup.

jected a Republican proposal Friday to 
compel the use of civil service em- 
ployes in administering the pending 
farm bill.

Syndrome, a Collection of Symptoms, Classifies Type 


of Nervous Disea.se

The nervous system i.s one of the 


most complicated in its fii.sturbance.-5 ut 
any of the portions of the human body 
Some diseases which result frum dis- 
turbances of the nerves are almost 
incomprehensible to the average per- 
son until the mechanism of the nerv- 
ous system is understood. 


In some of these diseases, the body 


loses strength. In others, one may be- 
constantly sleepy and in still others 
certain portion of the body refuse to 
function or function incorrectly 


Sometimes there is a combination of 


various symptoms which physicians 
classify merely by the name of the 
doctor who happened first to observe 
aad describe the combination. Such 
a collection of symptoms is caller). 
technically, a syndrome. One such. 
Brown-Sequard'a syndrome, was first 
described by the famous French phy- 
siologist of that name. It is always 
d,ue to disurbance of the spinal cord 
on just one side—a stab or bullet 
wound, or, more frequently, a tumor 
or infection of the spine with syphilis. 


Careful tests are made of the sen- 


sation in the skin for heat, cold and 
pain below the place where the lesion 
is supposed to be and tests are made 
of the various reflexes. The disturb- 
ance thus may be located accurately. 


Then the X-ray may reveal signs of 


thf tumor or of a destruction of the 
bone or of some other lesion in the 
,'pjna! column. Surgical operation may 
then alleviate the trouble-. 


Another common syndrome is the 


r rm known as Meniere's syndrome. 
This i.s usually due to some disturb- 
rince ill the nerves of hearing and of 
i ho little canals in tne brain which 


(give us our sense of position in space.

fellowship. 


Je.sus drew lo Him earnest men cap- 
able of devotion and 
interested in 


righteousness; and these men. inspired 
by His personality and teaching went 
forth to tell others of the Master whom 
they had found, and brought them to 
Jesus. 


Ho taught these new disciples by ex- 


ample and through living with them 
from day to day. They met upon a 
plane of humility. He askerl from them 
no obsequious devotion; only Ihe loy- 
ally of those who responded lo Ihc 
leaching of love and grace. 


The Chrisliim church never comes 


nearer to its ideal, no matter how 
Urge il may grow or how extensive 
and varied its boundaries, than when it 
fulfills the simple principles of this 
early fellowship and brings men into 
relationships of love and comradeship. 


This idea of fellowship is not con- 


fined to our lesson or to any one in- 
lerprcter of the 
life and words of 


Jesus. John, in his first Epistle, from 
which part of our lesson is taken, has 
given the very highest expression of 
the reality'and privileges of Christian 
love. "If we walk in the light as He is 
in the light, we have fellowship with 
another." 


Paul interprets the Christian exper- 


ience in exactly the same way. lus 
nature and its climax are found in 
love, which is the theme of Paul's 
greatest sermon 
in the brief 13th 


chapter of I Corinthians. Paul lays 
stress always upon fellowship in the 
church. The church is a "house-hold 
of faith." Its members have the close 
relationship in an ideal church of 
those in a common family. 
p 


All love is mystical in it.s nature. 


That is, there is something about it 
that is instinctive and intutional. deep- 
er than words and actions; though love 
would not be very real if it did not 
find expression in words and in ac- 
tions. 


This mystic bond of fellowship in 


Christ binds us to Him, and binds 
Christians to one another in » world 
where Jesus i.s no longer seen as the 
disciples saw Him and knew Him. The 
New 
Testament 
commands 
those 


Christians who had not seen Jesus 
bul who loved Him. 


Thai *is Ihe real love; nol the re- 


sponse to the outward form, but the 
yielding of heart and mind to the 
teaching and example of Christ, so 
coming to know Him that He becomes 
the environment of one's very being. 


Tliis is what Paul meant whe,n lie 


said, "If any man be in Christ, he- is 
a new creature. Old things have pass- 
ed away. Behold, all things are become 
now." Christ becomes the true spirit- 
ual environment of the sincere dis- 
ciple. 


This earthly fellowship with Christ 


is the symbol and forecast of a larger 
heavenly 
fellowship,

Japa- 
nese infantry have tramped through 
the small compound which was sacred 
to the memory of the Father of His 
Country, Sun Yat Sen. Here they are 
reported to have set up heavy artillery 
which would command the city, seven 
miles away. 


Literary Confer Also 


Nanking was a city al least GOO years 


before Christ was born. U was China's 
capital under the early Ming cm- 
peror.s. who abandoned it in the Mth 
century for a new capital at Peking 
a.s n better protection against the Mon- 
gols. But the city itself remained im- 
pregnable, and withstood many sieges. 


Here came Ihc New England clippers 


to trade for "nankeen," the local cotton 
cloth which was a staple article of 
trade in New England. But Nanking 
was not entirely a city of trade. It 
was the literary center of China as 
well. 


In 1850. however, the city was taken 


during the Taiping revolt, and held by 
those religious zealots for a long time 
until Premier Li Hung Chang, aided 
by the American General Ward and 
the British Gordon was able to recap- 
ture it. Much of its ancient glory dis- 
appeared at that time, including all 
but a remnant of the famous Hircelain 
Pagoda of which Longfellow sang in 
his poem "Keramos." 


Remade Capital in 1927 


Nanking, many of its ancient glories 


vanished, and even the venerable Ming 
tombs, approached by long avenues 
fringed with greal slone figures of an- 
imals, had a shabby look. Much of the 
space enclosed by the ancient walls 
had. become vacant, with lovely old 
marble bridges .standing in the midst 
of open fields once used by people of 
the past to cross streams that no long- 
er exist. 


'1 hen the Nationalist government of 


Chiang Kai-Shek made Nanking again 
the capital in 1927. The city had a 
new birth. American architects ami 
city planners. Henry Killani Murphy 
and Ernest P. Goodrich, were called in 
to plan a modern city which should 
be a world wonder. 


Many of the new government build- 


ings had already risen. Their 
fate 


under a Japanese occupation i.s ques- 
tionable. Parks, recreation grounds, 
swimming pools, widened streets, were 
planned. Five airports sent planes 
roaring into the air, and the atmos- 
phere was one of youth and progress. 
H was lo express in stone and brick 
the spirit of a China reborn. The pop- 
ulation rose in ;i few year:', from G(JO,- 
000 lo nearly a million. 


Ghost of (he lU-puliiic 


On Purple Mountain, above the tomb 


of Sun Yat Sen, stands the National 
Observatory, and the blue and yellow 
"White House" of the Chinese Repub- 
lic lies in the shadow of one of the 
most powerful radio stations in the 
world. 


Chiang Kai-Shek is reported to have- 


left the capital, either for safety or to 
make a last-niiniite inspection of the 
desperate defense 
lines. On Purple 


Mountain there are 
spirits, spirits 


which to the Chinese are vitally alive, 
the spirits of the Ming Emperors, of 
Sun Yet Sen, arid perhaps even the 
spirit of the Chinese Republic.

Christmas Dinner 


It is nol too early lo slart planning 


Ihe Chrislmas dinner; that is, if the 
mother of the family wans to enjoy 
the day as much as the rest of the 
household. Planning the big dinner 
well ahead of time will save many 
steps on Christinas day. 


For the center piece for the Christ- 


mas dinner, Miss Gei Crude E. Conant 
extension nutritionist of the 
Uni- 


versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, suggests polished red apples 
and green leaves. A layer of green 
pine, cedar or holly leaves around the 
edge of a large plate or round tray of 
apples, will give a festive appearance 
to the table. 


A clear soup, fruit cocktail, or to- 


mato juice may be used for the first 
course. 


Turkey, goose, duck or chicken are 


suitable for the meat course. If goose 
is used, it should be steamed a few 
minutes so the down will rub off 
easily. Wash in soda water and rinse 
well. Cul a clove of garlic and use to 
rub the inside of the goose before stuf- 
fing it. Use raw apples cut in one- 
fourth cubes, stale bred crumbs, a lit- 
tle grated onion and sifted dried sage 
for the stuffing. Moisten the materials 
with broth made by cooking the gib- 
lets in water lo cover. Use the chop- 
ped giblets in the gravy.

If the ap- 
ple garnish is preferred, a potato stuf- 
fing should be used in the goose. Her 
recipe 'for the stuffing calls for 3 cups 
hot mashed potatoes, 2 cups stale bread 
crumbs, 1/4 cup butter, or substitute, 1 
egg, well beaten, 2 T. onion, '/2t each of 
salt and pepper, % t powdered sage, 
and te cup milk. Melt the butter and 
stir in the bread crumbs until they 
have absorbed all the fat. Add the 
onion and seasonings and stir into the 
mashed potatoes, Then add the milk 
and beaten egg. Etuff the fowl loose- 
ly. 


A green vegetable and a yellow veg- 


etable should be usen to give color. 
Sweet potatoes, green beans and scal- 
loped turnips will be a good combina- 
tion.

One-half yard of canvas, drilling, 
or very heavy muslin can be used for 
a pressing cloth. A piece of wool flan- 
nel is better for woolen material as 
it allows the steam to pass through 
more readily, the specialist said. 


Another piece of equipment is a 


pressing roll, convenient for pressing 
sleaves seams, or any seam that might 
leave an impression on the right side 
of the material after being pressed. 
The roll can be made from a rolled 


magazine of a 12-ifich length bt bfooffl 
stick, covered with several tn1ckn«*6*S 
of flannelette of toweling, aJid t find! 
layer of muslin. The neds <jf the fdlf 
must be stitched securely, but It is iWt 
necessary to fasten the side seaffi, afi* 
cording to Miss Marshall. 


A pressing cushion supplements the 


ironing board for curved seaffcs, lot 
shrinking in the fullness in the C4J)S 
of sleeves, and for pressing the afrtw^e 
seams. It is made of heavy sateen or 
drilling and firmly stuffed with saw*' 
dust which must be renewed occasion-- 
ally when it becomes soft from Use, 
Directions for making the cushion art 
given by Miss Marshall. 


Cut two circles of sateen, drilling, of 


heavy muslin 6 inches in diameter 
and a straight strip 3 inches by 18 
inches of the same material. Join th6 
ends of the strip to make a circle. t)l» 
vide the strip and the circles into 
four equal parts, baste and stitch the 
circular pieces to the 3-inch stHp 
leaving an opening for filling with 
sawdust. Remove the basting thread, ' 
turn right-side out, and stuff firmly 
with dry seasoned sawdust. Overcast 
the edges together.

The association adopted a report by 


its Board of Directors, which said: 


"Government 
should 
protect 
the 


right to engage in lawful strikes, by 
lawful means, buf its primary obliga- 
tion is protection of the right to work." 


Tho report urged that both federal 


and state governments 
prohibit not 


only unions but business corporations 
from making political contributions. 
It also urged that unincorporated la- 
bor organizations such as most unions, 
and unincorporated association of em- 
ployers, be legally responsible and 
suable in the courts. 


The report condemned the closed 


shop and check off, and asserted com- 
pulsory government arbitration of la- 
bor disputes was "contrary to Ameri- 
can principles." It urged "all laws 
against violence, intimidation and co- 


ercion in the field of labor relations- 
should bo vigorously enforced." 


The report called for changes in an- 


ti-injunrtion laws to permit cour.ls "to 
dispense preventive justice in labor 
disputes as well as in other fields of 
human conduct."
